N Today Ward-Belmont opened her 
doors to girls from all over the coun- 
try for the twentieth year. Special 
trains poured into Nashville all day 
long bringing girls from Michigan 
and Texas, New York and Colorado. 
Registration has been going on all day 
and tomorrow the school year begins 
in reality. Soon all these strange 
girls will be friends, and the confu- 
sion and bewilderment of today will 
seem a bit unreal in recollection. 

Just nineteen years ago this fall the 
girls of two fine schools enrolled as 
one school. Before 1913 there were in 
Nashville two old schools, Ward Semi- 
riary and Belmont College. Ward 
Seminary was founded by a far-seeing

BANK ADVISES 

STUDENTS TO DE- 
POSIT MONEY 



Every community, no matter how 
small, has a place which serves as a 
bank. Ward-Belmont is decidedly a 
community, and in its midst is the 
Student Bank, organized and main- 
tained for the convenience of the girls 
attending school here. In the com- 
munities the people — your parents 
and mine — use the bank as a con- 
venient and safe place to keep their 
money. By means of checking ac- 
counts small sums may be drawn out 
from time to time., and a definite ac- 
count kept of it in a check book. The 
Ward-Belmont Student Bank is oper- 
ated under the exact same principles. 
It is not safe for the girls to keep 
large amounts of money in their 
rooms. Neither is it necessary and so 
it is advised that each grrj open an 
account at the Bank. 

The Bank and Book Room are lo- 
cated on the ground floor of Pembroke 
Hall. The two departments are un- 
der the management of Mrs. Clai- 
borne Bryan, assisted by Miss Sadie 
Brown, who serves as Cashier of the 
Bank and also helps in the Book 
Room. Miss Brown will be glad to 
explain checking and writing checks 
to anyone who desires the informa- 
tion. Girls opening accounts in the 
Student Bank are given instruction in 
how to keep a bank account. In keep- 
ing with this, each month a statement 
is sent out to every girl. With this 
are her cancelled checks, which enable 
her to balance her account herself 
with proof of where her money went. 
The Student Bank accepts checks for 
as small amounts as fifty cents. These 
checks are u^ed on the camyus only 
— they are not acceptable off campus. 
Club dues, class dues and such are 
paid generally with Ward-Belmont 
Student Bank checks. 

As a protection for your money 
and for you, and as the really sensible 
thing to do, deposit your allowance in 
the Student Bank upon your arrival 
in Ward-Belmont.

man and his wife, Dr. and Mrs. W. E. 
Ward, in the dark years immediately 
after the Civil War, in 1865. In those 
dismal years of Southern reconstruc- 
tion thi school progressed and from 
the start fulfil ed/Dr. Ward's ideal— 
that it should! be. a school of high 
ideals and goon . scholastic standing, ' 
and that it should become a self- 
sustaining institution and an honor 
to the South. For forty-e'ght years 
under the direction of Dr. Ward and 
then of Dr. John Diell Blanton Ward 
Seminary flourished. In 1913 Dr. 
Blanton agreed to a consolidation of 
Ward Seminary and Belmont College. 

Belmont College was founded in 
1890 by Misses Ida E. Hood and Susar 
L. Heron. In 1889 they first "saw the 
old Acklen estate and realized that it 
was the perfect setting for the school 
of their dreams. In 1890 the purchase 
and organization was effected and 
for twenty-four years the "Belmont 
Ladies" attended school in the delight- 
ful old mansion. 

In the consolidation the administra- 
tion of Ward Seminary, the location 
of Belmont College, and the faculties 
of both were retained." The traditions 
of both schools, the customs, the ideals 
and standards were commingled. 
Ward-Belmont was created and for 
nineteen years now it has upheld these 
ideals and standards and has pro- 
gressed far. \ 

Ward-Belmont has a proud heritage 
and with the opening of school this, 
its twentieth year, we again hold our 
heads high with the assurance that its 
students will not only uphold this 
heritage but even add to its wealth 
of background.

, The opening exercises of the -twen- 
tieth year of Ward-Belmont school* 
was opened by Dr. J. W. Barton with 
the introduction of the administra- 
tion. Dr. Blanton, president of the 
school, then spoke and gave to the 
girls his greeting, quoting a passage 
from the scripture dealing with true 
friendship. He said he hoped that 
every girl in school would find a true 
friend. 

Following this Dr. Barton spoke 
on ideals, stressing three prominent 
in school life: the ideals of discipline, 
of scholarship and of cooperation. 
He said, "We need discipline, not to 
curtail your rights as an individual, 
but to make you understand that 
others have equal rights to yours." 
In speaking of the ideal of scholar- 
ship he remarked that there was no 
rule in the school to keep a girl from 
studying. In reference to coopera- 
tion he stressed the relation between 
the teachers and the girls. He said 
that quite often all the girls make up 
the school and it is up to them to co- 
operate with the teachers. In con- 
clusion he gave a straightforward ex- 
planation of the rules of the school 
which every student at Ward-Bel- 
mont is expected to obey.

Continuation Courses Substituted 



The requirements for graduation 
w th a junior college diploma from 
Ward-Belmont have been slightly 
changed. The language requirement 
hitherto asked of all students has been 
dropped if the student does not choose 
to take it. However, the student who 
is going on to a college or university 
or has not yet decided just what she 
will do, is urged to continue with the 
two years of college foreign language. 
Most universities and colleges require 
two college years of a language other 
than English; therefore, the student 
should continue the work if she plans 
to be in the 70 per cent of Ward- 
Belmont graduates who go on to 
school. A system of continuation 
courses has been substituted for the 
dropped language work. This is .only 
a convenience to the girl who is not 
interested in languages and who in- 
tends to end her education with gradu- 
ation from Ward-Belmont. 

Requirements for the Junior College 
Diploma — a total of sixty-four semes- 
ter and sixty quality hours of college 
work must be presented by applicants 
for the Junior College Diploma. Spe- 
cific course requirements include: 

English 1, 2 (6 hours) — Freshman 
year. 

English 21, 22 (6 hours)— Sopho- 
more year. 

History or Science (6 or 8 hours) — 
Freshman or Sophomore year. 

A continuation course (6 or 8 
hours) — Sophomore year. 

Library Methods (1 hour) — Fresh- 
man year. 

Physical Education (including 15, 
16) (4 hours) — Freshman and 
Sophomore years. 

The continuation course must be a 
subject which is built upon the founda- 
tion of a course carried the first year 
and for which the first-year course is 
prerequisite. Survey of English Lit- 
erature, though requiring English 1, 
2 as a prerequisite, or practical work 
in physical education, may not be used 
to meet this requirement. 
' Eighteen semester hours from the 
special departments of art, expression, 
home economics, music, and secre- 
tarial subjects, and from the elective 
courses of the physical education de- 
partment may be credited^oward thfs 
diploma.

Among the other joys of being a 
Senior is that of living in Senior Hall. 
This is the ninth Senior Class who 
has taken possession of it and felt 
a thrill over being there. Before it 
was built the Seniors were scattered 
in the other college halls with no par- 
ticular distinction between the two 
classes. 

In 1923, during the commencement 
exercises, the cornerstone of a large 
new dormitory was laid. When it 
was finished in the fall of 1923 it 
was named Senior Hall and the class 
of 1924 under the presidency of Ruby 
Wooten was the first class to live in 
it. Mrs. Charlie McComb was the 
hostess and Miss Catherine Morrison 
sponsor. 

In 1928 the hall was formally dedi- 
cated and named Eustice A. Hail 
Senior Hall in memory of Mr. Eustice 
A. Hail former vice-president and one 
of the founders of Ward-Belmont. 
The ceremony was held in front of 
the hall, the presidents of the two 
college classes, Viola Jay, '28, and 
Dorothy Sabin, '29, taking part in the 
services. 

When the corner stone was laid 
there was placed in it a copper box 
about ten inches square in which was 
put a picture of Miss Mills, then Dean 
of Women and Senior Sponsor, a copy 
of 1923 Milestones, the 1923 Senior 
Banner, the 1923 Senior-Middle ban- 
ner, some corn, money and last but 
not least a photograph of Doctor 
Blanton. This box was then soldered 
shut by Mr. Berry in view of the 
assembly and placed in the corner 
stone.

In a recent interview Mary Mar- 
garet Craig, president of Day Student 
Council, expressed the belief that this 
year the girls who live off the campus 
are showing more school spirit and 
co-operation than ever before.

Mary Margaret th'nks that the All 
Club Reception given this year for 
the first time in honor of the new girls 
was a fine thing.

The Junior League Home for 
Crippled Children has developed into 
one of the most important of the "Y" 
activities. About three years ago the 
Junior League of NasnVille bought the 
present Chouse and have developed a 
lovely and beautiful home for the 
poor little unfortunates. Every Sun- 
day afternoon a group of girls from 
Ward-Belmont spend a playhour with 
them. The girls who have been there 
and realize how much happiness it 
brings those kiddies look forward with 
just as much anticipation to the next 
visit as do the children. 

At present forty children are being 
cared for at the Home. In planning 
it, all the better points of all the chil- 
dren's homes in America were noted 
and profited by. Instead of having 
stairways they have graduated in- 
clines which the children can manage 
easily. Going to the dentist becomes 
quite a lark because of the miniature 
dentist's chair which has all the fit- 
tings of a larger one. For those able 
to attend, there is school every morn- 
ing for two hours where they learn 
some useful handicraft. The hospital 
is attended by a staff of the best doc- 
tors of Nashville and many almost 
miraculous cures are performed. 

The house is located on a large lot 
which has been made into a play- 



ground that would delight the heart 
of any child. Last year they even nad 
some livestock consisting of bunny 
rabbits and a billy goat. The chil- 
dren wait joyfully for their weekly 
visitors, planning the fun they will 
have together. When the girls arrive 
they are greeted with shouts of joy 
and many small tongues try to tell 
all that has happened since last week. 
It is surprising to see the interest 
those children have in each other; 
such pure unselfishness has never 
been equaled. They are so happy when 
one of their friends has been partly 
or completely cured — even though 
they themselves are so terribly 
crippled they cannot move, they show 
no envy. 

Those whose bodies are useless and 
broken and who must remain in bed, 
are entertained by the girls reading 
the funnies or just talking with them. 
Those who are able to walk, go down 
and spend a boisterous afternoon on 
the swings, sliding boards and sand- 
piles to the tune of happy, childish 
laughter. 

Then, when it is time to go home, 
everyone gathers in the playroom and 
conducts a little vesper service to end 
the day. The girls leave amidst prom- 
ises to return next week. How happy 
they are to have brightened the day 
of a child! Those girls tell us that a 
visit to the Junior League Home is 
a certain cure for any sort of melan- 
choly and in spreading cheer they re- 
ceive ample reward. 



School Relationships Discussed 



In the discussion groups at Sunday 
school last Sunday the members dis- 
cussed the intellectual studies in rela- 
tion to the rest of the school life. The 
obstacles to study, and the opinions 
and feelings towards grades were dis- 
cussed both from the attitude of the 
teacher and the attitude of the pupil.

tents of her four books of poems and 
later ones hitherto uncollected in book 
form; and The Sheltered Life, by 
Glasgow, which is the story of a 
woman whose beauty kept her from 
doing anything which might be out 
of keeping with the dignity and love- 
liness of a Victorian order and who 
affected the lives of those about her 
in a restraining fashion. 

Those who care for heavier and 
more thoughtful reading will revel in 
the high quality and genuine sub- 
stance of The Fountain, by Morgan, 
and will indeed share the enthusiasm 
with which Davenport writes his 
biography of Mozart. Look over thes^ 
books and show Miss Church that you 
appreciate her efforts.

In chapel on Monday, Dr. Barton 
discussed the main issues in the pres- 
ent campaign. He gave a brief his- 
tory of the most outstanding political 
parties — the Democratic and the Re- 
publican. The Socialist party is the 
most outstanding of the many minor- 
ity parties. The Democratic is the 
oldest party. In 1846 the Republican 
party originated in opposition to 
slavery. First, the Republican party 
was the strict Federalist party, then 
it became the Whig, then finally the 
Republican. There are no outstand- 
ing issues between the two parties. 
The Democrats support high tariff. 
The chief issue between the two 
parties, Dr. Barton said, is the Re- 
publicans are in power and the Demo- 
crats want to be in power. 

In the election for Smith and 
Hoover, Dr. Barton stated that about 
32,000,000 people out of over 50,000,- 
000 eligible voters voted. This was 
more than had ever voted before. 
Bringing it closer home, he said that 
only one-third of those able to vote 
in Nashville cast their ballots. This 
all goes to show how many people are 
interested in other things beside 
politics. 

Dr. Barton said if we would mud- 
dle our minds as much as possible we 
could call it politics. His advice to 
those who vote, or are soon to vote, is. 
to vote for the party which will bring 
the best stabilization.

WORDSMITH 

Since the announcement of the Wordsmith contest many 
girls have been asking — What is Wordsmith? When did 
it start? Who is in it? Therefore the president of Word- 
smith came to the Hyphen staff and asked that we ex- 
plain it publicly. 

In the fall of 1U27 a group of girls who were interested 
in writing for the pleasure of it decided to form an hon- 
orary literary organization for college girls. For ieven 
years now it has flourished under the able tutelage of 
Miss Theodora Scruggs. The mode of enlisting members 
is the same; a contest is held in which all those who like 
to write are urged to enter. At the close of the time 
limit, the contributions are giv^h to a committee of judges 
selected from the faculty. They pick out ones they think 
are the best and then the old members of Wordsmith 
make the final decision. As the membership is limited 
to fourteen, there will be only five members taken in this 
fall. The contests are held annually or semi-annually, as 
the existing club desires. ■ 

Wordsmith accepts work in, all branches of writing. 
Prose-essays, short stories, sketches, even term papers, 
have found a haven at the meelings, as well as poetry of 
all kinds— lyrics, free verse, sonnets. 

Meetings are held on the first and third Mondays of 
each month. Work of every kind is presented — some 
kinds which were thought impossible for student authors 
to undertake. There are essays on every subject from 
God to rough-riding street cars, sketches of people, places, 
and what-not, much wh#t-not. 

This then is the history of Wordsmith — a critical, in- 
teresting, informal group who wish to improve their lit- 
erary talents, or if they do not think they have as much 
as a "talent" who have at least an interest in writing. 



WARD SEMINARY 

Ward-Belmont, this year celebrating its twentieth 
year of existence, has strong and deep foundations on 
which it has built its present fine school. The history of 
these foundations is interesting and as part of Ward- 
Belmont we believe we should all know something about 
them. This week we will present a short history of Ward 
Seminary reprinted in part from the Ward Seminary 
issue of the Ward- Belmont Alumnae Journal. 

"In the dark years after the war when the South was 
slowly trying to recoup in the midst of its destruction, Dr. 
and Mrs. William E. Ward conceived the idea of estab- 
lishing a private seminary for girls which would prove 
an honor to the South and would become a self-sustaining 
institution. 

"Dr. Ward was born in Alabama, December 21, 1829, 
and came to Tennessee before he was twenty-one. He 
went to Cumberland University from which he graduated 
with high honors and the degree of Doctor of Divinity. 
Shortly afterward, he entered the ministry of the Cum- 
berland Presbyterian Church. After the founding of 
Ward-Seminary he remained its president for twenty-two 
years. 

"The suggestion for establishing the institution which, 
became Ward Seminary for Young Ladies, was made by 
Eliza Hudson Ward, the wife of Dr. Ward. At the time

WARD SEMINARY 

(Continued from page 4) 

she suggested this idea to her husband she was young 
and a very beautiful and distinguished-looking woman. 
Dr. Ward, at the time Mrs. Ward wrote her letter sug- 
gesting the establishment of a girls' school, was in New 
York, observing educational institutions and looking 
about for something definite to which he could turn his 
attention and labors. 

"Other letters written by Dr. and Mrs. Ward at this 
time show clearly the high purpose they had in establish- 
ing this school and their struggles to make it a reality. 
While Dr. Ward was in New York and Mrs. Ward was 
at home in Nashville with her small children, one little 
girl died. This great sorrow and other difficulties were 
met with bravery characteristic of this noble couple and 
Ward Seminary was opened in the beautiful Kirkman 
home in the fall of 1865. 

"Excerpts from a letter written in New York on June 
20, 1865, by Dr. Ward to Mrs. Ward give a definite idea 
of the beginnings of the historic school: 

" 'You suggest the ideal school and use good argument 
why what is done, should be done quickly. I agree with 
you. I am willing to go into it and will take the Shelby 
Medical College, the residence part of it, if they will put 
it in good shape and let me have it at a reasonable figure. 
If the occasion demanded we could get the use of some 
room in the college for recitations. As to outfit for so 
large a house, we could not think of furnishing it com- 
plete, but only as we had demands for the rooms. I do 
not think we could get many boarders the first year. 

" 'My idea runs thus — to secure a house, publish a card 
in the papers stating that I will open a school for females 
and that. I have been in New York and other places for 
four months looking into schools, that girls can be taught 
as well and as cheaply there (Nashville) as here (New 
York). 

"'Then to get Miss Dunn (Miss Mary Dunn, a popular 
teacher in the Nashviile public schools before the Civil 
War. She conducted a private school during the war in 
any convenient location, for the school buildings were used 
for hospitals) as teacher and thus secure her influence. 
Get Mrs. Robertson for Music and Taylor, if demanded, 



and other such help as might become necessary, and not 
make a great flourish about what we are going to do, but 
a calm and dignified statement of the wants and our de- 
sires to fill them. These assistants, as you say, as to 
their fitness to teach and popularity with the public and 
their ability to draw influence will be excellent. I only 
wish I were there now to look into all these things, but 1 
cannot come under three or four weeks at best. In the 
meantime, you can see all about it and use your own 
judgment. 

" 'I think that in time I could build up a good school 
that would pay expenses of a family, educate our own 
children, do good and, perhaps, make a few hundred dol- 
lars a year clear. 

" 'I feel more and more that I would be more in my 
sphere in that line than in any kind of traffic, . . . 

" 'I leave the whole matter to you, for I think you un- 
derstand my idea. You might say to inquiries that I will 
be home as soon as I have finished my observations.' 

"Ward Seminary was thus started by this far-seeing 
couple and it was not long until the school was known 
for its excellence. In the twenty-two years of Dr. Ward's 
presidency of the school he built it into an institution 
which influenced not only the lives of all the students who 
attended Ward's but the intellectual and cultural life of 
the entire city of Nashville. The other great colleges and 
universities since founded in Nashville owe their origin to 
the influence of his prime efforts, and it was also through 
Dr. Ward and his advertising of Ward Seminary that the 
great advantages of Nashville as an educational center 
were first made known. 

"After the death of Dr. William E. Ward in 1887. there 
were two presidents of Ward Seminary: One, Prof. J. 
B. Hancock, and the other a Presbyterian minister, Dr. 
Charles. Their combined period of service in this capac- 
ity was approximately five years, for in 1892 Dr. John 
Diell Blanton, president of Ward-Belmont College at the 
present time, came to Ward Seminary. The school con- 
tinued to expand under Dr. Blanton until in 1913 Ward 
Seminary combined with Belmont College. Dr. Blanton 
has always carried on the original spirit of Ward's com- 
bined with his own high ideals and has made Ward- 
Be'.mont the fine school that it is today."

FIRE DRILLS TRAIN GIRLS 



Noise! Confusion! that is what 
one usually finds when there is a fire. 
Not so at Ward-Belmont, however. 
By the use of occasional fire-drills, 
we have learned to leave the build- 
ing as quickly and with as little con- 
fusion as possible. 

According to Miss McEttrick, who

SCHOOL AND COLLEGE 
GRADES

speaking;, the coefficient of correlation 

is the average of the products of the 

correlated pairs of deviations, divided 

by the product of their mean square 

variabilities. 

It was found by Dean Burk that 
the coefficient of correlation between 
the high school English grades and 
the freshman college grades of the 
same students was only thirty-four 
per cent for girls coming from high 
schools other than Ward-Belmont. 
However, the coefficient of correlation 
of girls coming from Ward-Belmont 
high school was eighty-eight per cent. 

In consideration of the comparison 
of college English and other college 
subjects, Dean Burk found the co- 
efficient of correlation of freshman 
English and all other college subjects 
to be eighty-four per cent. The co- 
efficient of correlation of the grades 
of various English teachers and the 
grades made by their students in 
other subjects ranges from- seventy- 
eight to ninety-two per cent. 

With these results in mind, Dean 
Burk warned the girls not to jump 
at the wrong conclusion. "That one 
can raise the temperature of a room 
by holding a match under the bulb of 
a thermometer, or that one can raise 
her academic temperature by raising 
her English grader is the wrong con- 
clusion that might) be assumed, sug- 
gested Dean Burk. "Thermometers 
only measure temperature — not cause 
it." 

As a concluding point, Dean Burk 
urged the girls, for the benefit of 
themselves and all their academic 
work, to learn to know and under- 
stand words and their significance. 
"Fall in love with words."

Dr. Roger T. Nooe, pastor of the 
Vine Street Christian Church, gave 
a very interesting talk in chapel last 
Wednesday. His subject was the 
earness of God. He said that the 
Greeks used to feel they must build 
great temples and make sacrifices to 
their god. Today we don't do that 
and it isn't what God wants.

PRESENTED 

IN CHAPEL

Lawrence Goodman presented in 
chapel Monday the same program of 
Colonial music which he had ar- 
ranged for a meeting of the Colonial 
Dames at their state convention. Mrs. 
Stetson Humphrey and Mrs. Good- 
man assisted with the program. 

The stage was decorated with 
antique pieces of furniture to repre- 
sent a Colonial parlor. When the 
curtains were pulled apart, Mr. Good- 
man was playing on a Melodeon be- 
longing to Mrs. O'Bryan Washington. 
Mrs. Humphrey, dressed in a Colonial 
costume, was pumping the instru- 
ment which is over a hundred vears 
old. 

Mr. Goodman gave a talk on "The 
Development of Colonial Music," in 
which he said that American music 
compared favorably with music in 
Europe at the Colonial Period. The 
first concerts in America were private 
ones in Boston in 1731 ; later they 
became public affairs. In 1713 the 
first operas were held in Philadelphia. 
Mr. Goodman told of the influence 
George Washington had on the music 
of this period. Washington was very 
fond of music and much that was 
written then was dedicated to him. 
In New Orleans in 1791 French and 
Italian operas were being produced 
and by 1821, Mr. Goodman said, New- 
Orleans had a standing reportoire. 

Mrs. Humphrey sang the first song 
written in America— "My Days Have 
Been so Wondrously Free," by 
Francis Hopkinson (1759), the ac- 
companiment which she played on the 
Melodeon. As further illustrations of 
Colonial Music, Mr. Goodman played 
a waltz by Victor Pelissier and a 
minuet and gavotte by Alexander 
Reinegle. Later Mrs. Humphrey sang 
"Beneath a Weeping Willow Shade," 



by Hopkinson, dedicated to G^o 
Washington, and "The Waywo 
Traveler," by Dr. Samuel Arnold 8 
was accompanied by Mrs. Law e 
Goodman, who was also dressed 
beautiful Colonial costume. Mr. Gq 
man closed the program playing a 
explaining a military sonata writt 
about the Battle of Trenton.

TRADITIONS 



Every school has some traditions lending a romantic, 
attractive atmosphere to the institution; Ward-Belmont 
is rich with them. 

The campus and its old, old buildings are traditional; 
years ago, the campus of forty-five acres, and the build- 
ing now called South Front were part of one of the most 
beautiful private estates in the country. The wife of its 
wealthy owner made many trips abroad in order to pur- 
chase shrubs, especially roses, for the beautifying of her 
home; formerly around the fountain blossomed one hun- 
dred varieties of roses. The interior of South Front is, 
in appearance, quite like it was formerly — colonial, digni- 
fied, and lovely. 

The Singing Tower, with which are connected many 
romantic Civil War stories involving the underground 
passage from the Tower to South Front, brings to Ward- 
Belmont something of the quaintneas and mystery of the 
old South. It now houses the beautiful carillon presented 
by the Alumnae Association and dedicated in 1929. 

In its adaptations to school purposes the original beauty 
of the old estate has served admirably. The pleasing 
features of the landscape work, first laid out more than 
a century ago, still add to the attractiveness of the Ward- 
Belmont site, imbuing the school with the romance and 
brilliance which characterized the Old South. 

In 1865, when Rev. William E. Ward, DD„ founded 
Ward Seminary, he stated his reasons for its establish' 
ment as follows: "It is conceived that the want of the 
country was a more thorough preparation of young women 
for the duties of life. To this end a free, classic course 
was inaugurated and a full course in all other depart- 
ments. It was intended that the full meaning of the word 
'educate' should be striven for — the drawing out of all 
the powers, mental, moral, and aesthetic." The country 
today constantly feels a want for women thoroughly pre- 
pared to cope with situations quite as baffling as those 
of the crisis following the Civil War; the modern woman 
is more influential than ever before. 

In 1890, the co-founders of Belmont College, Ida EJ. 
Hood and Susan L. Heron, expressed their purpose in 
this way, "The guiding thought and spirit of our work 
is the conscious desire to impart practical knowledge in 
such manner as best develops power, recognizing that far 
higher than this is the unconscious influence that eraa-/' 
nates from the atmosphere and environment of a wisely 
directed school and is woven into the lives of all that come 
within its contact." 

Since the consolidation of these two schools in 1913, 
the original purposes and standards still exist. As years 
pass, students will continue, as they do now, to cherish 
and respect the traditions of Ward-Belmont. Through 
contact with this institution, young women, becoming more

Tower Has Romantic Story 



Used as Signal Tower 



During the Civil War true romance 
was in flower on what is now the 
campus of Ward-Belmont. A real 
Southern estate occupied all of the 
present Ward-Belmont campus and 
several blocks around it. The Acklen 
home, famous for its elaborate balls, 
attended by distinguished guests, had 
a beautiful Italian garden., Ntarby 
a hundred lovely statues Were scat- 
tered about the grounds, dainty and 
inviting summer houses were found 
everywhere, and shaded walks for 
lovers' feet led to these summer 
houses. An added touch of beauty 
to this Italian garden was the lagoon 
over which loomed the high, red-brick 
tower. 

The lagoon served two purposes, for 
beauty and as a water supply. Nash- 
ville did not have many modern means 
of supplying water and other con- 
veniences to its citizens, but Mrs. 
Acklen was not to be hindered by 
Nashville's backwardness. She de- 
termined to have her home the best 
equipped for miles around. 

The tower looked a little different 
than it does now, as it had a wind- 
mill apparatus on top to aid in the 
pumping. One could mount to the 
top of the tower by a series of com- 
plicated stirways which led to a 
railed-in platform on the top. Dur- 
ing the war many signals were given 
from the high platform. At the time 
of the Civil War this part of Nash- 
ville was not buijt up, but was only 
woods. Signalling was a necessity 
because slaves were passed back and 
forth by means of the "underground 
railway" which was under what is 
now the center walk oi the campus. 

Mrs. Acklen was married three 
times. At her second marrage she 
became mistress of a beautiful South- 
ern estate, and her third marriage 
brought her riches with which to 
build the tower and improve the en- 
tire estate. 

One romantic couple wa; thankful 
to Mrs. Acklen for all this. It so 
happened that the girl in this case 
was a niece of Mrs. Acklen and was 
visiting her during the worst part of 
the war. She had come to Nashville 
for the purpose of paying a visit and 
also to be near her lover, a young 
officer in the regiment stationed here. 
She, too, used the tower for signal- 
ling, but her signal was to her lover, 
who came for her and took her off on 
his horse to the nearest minister. 



Gradually Nashville began to ex- 
pand and gradually Mrs. Acklen's 
family began to die out, until there 
was only one surviving member. This 
last survivor, sold the estate, now 
surrounded by streets and the homes 
of others, to the founders of Belmont 
College, Miss Hood and Miss Heron. 
These two ladies sponsored the rais- 
ing of many buildings, thus changing 
the looks of the Italian gardens. The 
fountain which had always played in 
the center of Recreation Hall was 
taken out; the bowling alley, which 
had been in the long brick building 
back of Heron Hall, became a prac- 
tice hall; and the lodge-keeper's 
"round-house," once used as a tea 
room by Belmont, "fell in" because 
of its great age not so many years 
ago. 

Naturally, when a school began 
here, certain customs grew out of the 
school life each year. Some time after 
Ward and Belmont were combined 
into Ward-Belmont, an idea of a 
tower which would sing arose. The 
lagoon had long since been drained, 
but the Tower still stood. Carillons 
were beginning to appear all over the 
United States at various schools and 
colleges, so why shouldn't Ward- 
Belmont have a singing tower? 

It was found that the chimes would 
be very expensive, and so, the Senior 
Class of twelve years ago gave as 
much money as possible toward a 
fund which would make the singing 
tower dream a reality. Ever since 
then the senior classes have been leav- 
ing money each year until two years 
ago, when the chimes were finally 
paid for. Besides this every year the 
girls in the school donated to the 
fund and the alumnae donated great 
amounts. 

In the spring of 1929 the carillon 
"was installed in the tower and dedi- 
cated during the Homecoming festivi- 
ties. An imported artist, brought 
especially for the purpose, played the 
chimes which were broadcast by radio 
to all the thousands of girls who could 
not be here for the celebration and 
who had helped to make the dream 
come true. 

The Bells of Ward-Belmont never 
sounds so beautiful to a Ward-Bel- 
mont girl as when it is played upon 
the chimes. Whenever the girls hear 
this lovely music, they should rec- 
ognize it as a symbol of all that 
Ward-Belmont stands for. In other 
schools, too, there are features which 
hold a certain significance for girls 
and boys who attend these institu- 
tions. A true feeling of sacredness is 
felt by all who view this tower at 
Ward-Belmont and its y l>eauty is en- 
forced by its own towering privacy, 
as it looms over this historic spot.

ers, despite the fact that this was his 
first visit to Nashville. 

No wonder that American singers 
are invading our foreign institutions, 
in the form of our opera companies, 
despite lively opposition. Here is a 
tenor voice that could not possibly be 
denied admission. It is a glorious 
voice; — undoubtedly one of the rarities 
of the day, of remarkable power and 
range and of great beauty. And it 
has found a home in a body ideally 
formed for it. Mr. Crooks is tall, 
powerful, rugged and deep-chested, 
and seems to have everlasting endur- 
ance in his singing. He has mastered 
most of the legitimacies and tricks of 
his calling; full voice, half-voice and 
falsetto are skillfully employed, 
though it is undoubtedly in the rich 
beauty of his full voice that he is at 
his best. His half-voice lacks some- 
thing of his usual radiant vitality and 
is slightly veiled. Technically, how- 
ever, this American-trained singer 
ranks with the best. Even his high 
and too-noticeable breathing does not 
prevent him from delivering long- 
sustained phrases with the greatest 
, ease. 

As an interpreter he has gone far. 
The laudations that Europe heaped 
upon him as a singer of German lieder 
were obviosly sincere. The way he 
sang the four numbers from Schu- 
bert's Die Schone Mullerin series 
proved that. And his encore, the 
same composer's Serenade, with a 
fine, sympathetic violin obligato, 
played by Kenneth Rose, gave fur- 
ther proof. « 

This group, with the three preced- 
ing Handel numbers and the beauti- 
fully sung line furtive lagrima, from 
Donizetti's I'Elisir cTAmore were 
more than sufficient to win the for- 
giveness of musicians for the quality 
— not the singing, that was excellent 
— of some of the later offerings. Ah, 
Moon of My Delight, from Lehmann's 
In a Persian Garden, should be given 
a long and well-deserved rest; and 
Moya's Song of Songs does show the 
voice off and is very pretty during an 
idle half-hour with the radio, but it 



should never associate with Handel 
and Schubert, even at the opposite 
end of the program. And Morgan's 
agreeable little song, Clorinda, need 
not suffer a vocalist change at the 
end. 

Mr. Crooks is not a singer of great 
warmth and ardent emotion, but he 
has keen appreciation of what he is 
doing and great intelligence, com- 
bined with the highest degree of art- 
istry — qualities quite as valuable. 
And when these qualities are com- 
bined with so magnificent a voice, the 
combination becomes irresistible. 

Philip Evans, both as soloist and 
accompanist, proved himself a worthy 
assistant and capable musician.

The name of Richard Crooks* of 
Camden, New Jersey, is one to con- 
jure with. For the past ten years 
one of the best American concert 
tenors and a popular radio artist, he 
has sung in opera in Hamburg, Ber- 
lin and other European cities, and 
will make his debut at the Metropoli- 
tan this season. His stage presence 
is a fine one. 

It was the first appearance of Mr. 
Crooks in Nashville, and the audi- 
torium of Ward-Belmont was 5 over- 
flowing with an admiring audience on 
Thursday night to hear him. Not 
only his magnificent voice but his in- 
telligent artistry won his hearers 
from the start. 

He needed no customary "warming 
up," as from the first of his Handel 
group he seemed to have his voice 
under perfect control. Arias from 
the forgotten operas Parthenope, 
Floridante and Atalanta showed his 
skill at florid singing and the smooth- 
ness of his phrasing. This was par- 
ticularly good in the encore, Handel's 
familiar Where E'er You Walk. 

His Schubert atmosphere in The 
Inquisitive One, Whither?, Withered 
Flowers, and Impatience, were well 
rendered. The third song was one 
less often sung. For encore he add- 
ed Hold, by the same great song 
writer, and with Kenneth Rose's 
splendid co-operation with a violin 
obi gato, sang Schubert's Serenade. 

The excellent accompanist, Philip 
Evans, played two solos, De Falla's 
Ritual Fire Dance and MacDowell's 
Etude with brilliance of tech- 
and fine time and he was re- 
called to add The Sfjfsrrf? Grinder by 
David Guion, the last two composers 
being Americans. 

The famous aria, A Furtive Tear, 
from Donizetti's L'Eliser d'Amore, 
showed the tenor's dramatic gifts and 
was sung with great beauty of tone. 
For encore he gave the tenor aria 
from the first act of Verdi's Rigoletto 
superbly. 

Have You Seen But a Whyte Lilie 
Grow? by an anonymous composer, 
Morgan's Clorinda, the lovely Ah, 
Moon of My Delight from Lisa Leh- 
mann's Persian Garden, and Moya's 
Song of Songs were so feelingly sung 
that the enthusiastic audience de- 
manded and received three encores, 
Drink to Me Only with Your Eyes, 
Dvorak's Songs My Mother Taught 
Me, and D'Hardelot's Because. 

To the best of our knowledge there 
was not a single song by an Ameri- 
can on the program, the tenor evi- 
dently considering it not worth his 




while to encourage the comp sej 
his native land.

Miss Millay has written for some time. She began 
to write long before she graduated from Vassar and has 
continued her work up to the present time. Perhaps the 
better known of her works are the poem "Renascence" 
and the play, which has also been performed as an opera, 
"The King's Henchman." The Pulitzer Prize for the 
best volume of verse was awarded to Edna St. Vincent 
Millay in 1922. 

In "Fatal Interview" Miss Millay has, indeed, written 
some lovely things. She has used the Shakespearian form 
of the sonnet and has even mastered ' the difficult final 
couplet. The book will appeal to lovers of poetry and 
fine writing, for there is a beauty of expression, form, and 
word. In this book the Edna St. Vincent Millay, the 
poet of ten years ago, is said to have found herself again.

MILESTONES 

RATES EXCELLENT 

Information has just been received 
that the 1932 Milestones has been 
awarded First Class Honor Rating 
— Excellent in the National Scholastic 
Press Association Yearbook Contest. 
This contest in which the Milestones 
was entered last July has as its pur- 
pose not only the rating of books but 
also the idea of aiding the "this- 
year's book" by the grading of and 
comments on the "last-year's book." 

Every yearbook is analyzed and 
rated — a feature that is impossible 
or at best need be but casually done 
under the "first," "second," and 
"third" type of contest. Every book 
knows where it stands in relationship 
to other books in its own class with 
the use of the special rating and cer- 
tificate plan. Books are classified in 
two ways: (1) According to type of 
school, and (2) According to enroll- 
ment. This enables the critics to con- 
sider the special problems which con- 
front schools with like conditions. The 
book of each school is compared with 
books having like material with which 
to work. Thus having the score book 
of last year's Milestones, the staff of 
the 1933 Milestones can see what was 
and was not criticized. 

The 1932 Milestones was carried 
out in black and silver with modern- 
istic drawings of campus buildings on 
the division pages. Another innova- 
tion was the introduction of the new 
section titled "Occasions" which in 
pictures and paragraphs told the story 
of the year. It was a most success- 
ful book and the 1932 staff was proud 
of their work. With this added com- 
pliment to last year's book the 1933 
staff has pledged themselves to pre- 
sent a book next spring equally as 
good and better.

est honors ever accorded anyone since 
Mozart. His principal teachers have 
been Chiti, the famous Florentine 
master; Buitrago, in New York, and 
I^efort, in Paris. He is recognized as 
one of our most noted American com- 
posers. Over fifty of his composi- 
tions have already been published and 
his songs, piano and violin composi- 
tions have found their place on the 
programs of many prominent artists. 

One of the instruments that Spald- 
ing plays on is a Joseph Guarnerius 
del Gesu, dated 1786, and bears all 
the characteristic traits of that mas- 
ter's best period. It has furthermore 
been preserved so intact and witlux

Here 
indeed, is Guarnerius at his best — 
the bold design, tha unconventional 
pattern, the masterly workmanship — 
were ntwerHiibre in evidence than 
they are in this violin, and it is by 
such instruments as these that the 
great rival of Stradivarius gained for 
himself the title of "The golden- 
voiced violin maker of Cremona." Mr. 
Spalding's other most valuable violin 
was made by Dominicus Montagnana, 
a pupil of the great Stradivarius* and 
is dated 1721. It is believed to have 
been made in the workshop of Stradi- 
varius, and perhaps under that mas- 
ter's critical eye.

harbor at Rio under a full moon. 

The foliage in Brazil, according to 
Miss Clark, is brilliant and the people 
there do everything to make it more 
beautiful.. She saw gardeners literally 
transplanting grass, blade by blade, 
because time means nothing to 
Brazilian gardeners. 

Only two per cent of the people in 
Brazil, are educated. Miss Clark 
stated that there are three types of 
schools in Brazil: church, government 
and private. No one, who can help it, 
attends a government school. 

Many American cars are to be seen 
in Brazil, most of them Buicks. 
Some strange contrasts which she 
saw were ox carts and Cadillacs on 
the same road; and Singer sewing 
machines and mud huts. She could 
not understand what Brazilians used 
sewing machines for when the chil- 
dren were so poorly clothed. 

Brazil planned to* send fifteen 
teachers to the United States to study, 
but during the summer they used the 
money for bullets in a revolution, so 
the teachers are still in Brazil. Miss 
Clark said thf schools there are very 
modern. They have grammar schools 
and high schools. If girls choose to 
teach they begin immediately upon 
graduating from high school; how- 
ever, most of them marry at that time.

Jenny Lind Piano 

Many of the students in their ram- 
bles around the buildings, have per- 
haps discovered the old piano in the 
hallway just off Recreation Hall. This 
old piece has quite a history behind 
it. The piano, which is built of fine 
old mahogany, was brought from New 
Orleans to be used by Jenny Lind in 
her concert here, at Nashville. The 
piano is a Chickering and was given 
to Ward-Belmont by Mr. Monroe 
Hartfield, Manager of the Castner- 
Knott Department Store. 

It is needless to explain that Jenny 
Lind was a very well known Swedish 
singer of the late nineteenth century. 
She was noted for her beautiful voice, 
and was greatly loved by all of those 
who heard her. She gave several con- 
certs while here in America, and it 
was during one of these that this 
piano was used. 

The old concert grand was used for 
a long while after the Jenny Lind con- 
cert, but soon became too old for use 
and was "retired" to the hallway. An 
explanatory plate is placed on one side 
of the piano which reads:

DEAN BURK TALKS ON SCHOOL 
OBLIGATIONS 

(Continued from page 1) 
Last year one of the members of the 
faculty continued her study in Eng- 
land; another in North Carolina, and 
six studied here in Nashville. 

Looking at their experience Dean 
Burk stated that fourteen have 
taught for twenty or more years; 
sixty per cent have taught at least 
ten years; forty per cent at least five 
years, and one has made twenty-three 
trips to Europe. 

Instead of giving the students the 
pamphlets containing study helps, 
personality tests were given. Miss 
Norris will explain the purpose of 
these soon. In addition to this, sev- 
eral committees are at work studying 
the curricula in the junior college. 
Miss Clark is the chairman of a com- 
mittee which is investigating changes 
in presenting the subjects and making 
the entire college course more inte- 
grated, unified, and whole. 

A second committee, under Miss 
Ransom, is looking into the improve- 
ment of instruction. 

Miss Pulver heads a third commit- 
tee which is studying the objectives < 
of this private junior college. Those 
listed in the catalog are five in num- 
ber. They are: (1) worthy use of 
leisure time; (2) health; (3) worthy 
home membership; (4) vocational 
training and guidance; (5) continu- 
ance in a senior college. 

The obligations of this institution 
are two, according to Dean Burk: 
First, it should see to the physical 
safety of each girt. This is done by 
the campus guards who may be seen 
on duty daily keeping undesirables 
off the campus, and by the chaperones 
who take care of the girls while in 
town. Secondly, it should give each 
girl a chance to develop intellectually, 
emotionally, and spiritually. 

What is the girl's obligation to 
Ward-Belmont? It is, first, to co- 
operate with the home department 
and the other departments; Second, 
to show the spirit of cooperation by 
deeply realizing the advantages we 
have; Last, the student must fur- 
nish energy because the teacher can 
be the guide but she cannot also get 
behind and push.

Then he said that 
individual attention is the keynote to 
the philosophy of teaching in Ward- 
Belmont School, and that the letter 
"L" is inscribed in the hearts of every 
teacher here. 

Dean Burk closed with the quota- 
tion from the Bible, "Greater love 
hath no man than this*, to lay down 
his life for a friend," and the obliga- 
tion of the student is to cooperate 
and to furnish energy.

The talk was voted so interesting 
that the students who heard of it wish 
to express a desire that Miss Herron 
tell them something about it in chapel.

thing that is common to both is the 
knowledge that, to quote her own 
words, "Jesus Christ is my personal 
Saviour." 

Her story of how she became a 
Christian was most interesting. Her 
father, being a school teacher, wished 
her to have the finest high school 
education that could be had. He real- 
ized that the Christian missionary 
school was the best and sent her 
there on the condition that she would 
not become a Christian. Tazu loved 
that school very much and she found 
the truth in a Bible lesson. It was 
the parable of the lost sheep— how 
the shepherd left the ninety-nine and» 
went forth to seek the lost lamb. She 
was determined to become a Chris- 
tian, but as her father was so sternly 
opposed to it, she was afraid to men- 
tion it. Any little misdemeanor of 
hers he would blame on the Christian 
school. To prevent this, Tazu was a 
very good girl and lived her religion 
day by ,day. She loved the study of 
English* and had a great desire to 
teach it. As she advanced in school, 
she took over some work in Bible 
classes, and she tried to teach others 
what she learned. Finally in her 
fourth year, she decided to go to her 
father and tell him her decision, un- 
mindful of the wrath that might fall 
upon her; but because she had lived 
such a good life, she had unknow- 
ingly won her father over and he 
understood. He said that Christianity 
wasn't so bad. Her father's sanction 
given, the way was clear and she was 
baptized and taken into the church. 



After graduating from high sch 
her main ambition was to cone 
America, ^#er making all her prep, 
arations to leave on a certain boat 
with missionary friends, her pa^pon 
did not arrive on time. Undaui tedlj 
she set out for America alone, on i! 
strange ship, leaving family and 
friends all behind. When night :anav 
she seemed to be all alone on a :;rea; 
sea. Standing on the deck, she ^ant 
aloud some of her favorite hymns t» 
prevent loneliness. It so happened 
that the captain of the ship was alst 
a Christian and he recognized the 
hymns. As there aren't many Chris- 
tians in Japan, those who are fed 
closely drawn together. Thus tht 
captain became her friend during tht 
long voyage. On arriving in America, 
she went to Macon, Georgia, to col- 
lege. At present she is studying at 
Peabody and Scarritt to continue and 
further missionary work in her own 
country. 

Her interesting talk concluded, the 
service was ended with a hymn and 
benediction.

Dr. Reinhardt Urges 

College President Guest of 
A. A. U. W. 
Dr. Aurelia Reinhardt, president of 
Mills College, Oakland, California, 
spoke here Wednesday evening, No- 
vember 23. Dr. Reinhardt has been 
president of Mills College since 1916. 
She has received degrees from the 
University of California, Yale, the 
University of Southern California, 
and Colorado College. She is a mem- 
ber of the Phi Beta Kappa honorary 
fraternity. From 1923 to 1927 Dr. 
Reinhardt was president of the Ameri- 
can Association of University Women. 
Her topic Wednesday evening was, 
"An Educator Looks at Contemporary 
Life." 

She said that the implication of 
education had reached the people, but 
it had not been carried through. No 
person has a right to an opinion con- 
cerning foreign nations unless he is 
actively interested in the unsolved 
problems of his own community. The 
movement for peace and re-established 
prosperity must begin in and work 
from the heart of the individual 
through his home, his community, his 
state, his nation, through these to the 
international peace and commercial 
conferences. 

Unless education is concerned with 
solving the problems of contemporary 
life, .then its implicat'ons have not 
been carried through. Education 
means enlightenment. No enlighten- 
ment can have lived up to its promises 
unless it has actually brought a clear-

Honor Systems 
Through our exchanges the Editors very often find 
rticles in these other college papers that prove interest- 
and applicable to Ward-Belmont. This week in read- 
np the Wellesley News the following article by The In- 
uiring Reporter came to our attention. The problem dis- 
ius( 'I is the honor system, and the student opinion is 
ost enlightening. 

mstion: Do you consider that rules which depend for 
their enforcement upon the honor of the individual are 
effective in this community? 

Miss Margaret D. Christian. Such a system is the only 
ne which will work in any community which involves the 
onor of the individual for the maintenance of the rules. 
")ne cannot think of living in a college community under 
■lice system. I believe that in general most people feel 
heir responsibility to the more serious regulations, but 
;here are some girls who do not assume their responsi- 
bility. They do not consider regulations in the light of 
he community but as the rules apply to themselves. They 
have got to learn their responsibility to the community 
and they must realize that regulations apply to the com- 
munity and not to the individual. 

1/188 Judith Williams. It is of primary importance to 
edin ate the student to the needs and responsibilities of 
the artificial society' in which she finds herself at college. 
At home the student undoubtedly accepts unwritten re- 
Btri tions without a question because she knows they ap- 
ply directly to her. But college regulations apply to the 
fro p as a whole, and the individual must be educated to 
fee that she is a part of a whole and, as such, to realize 
J>ei responsibility toward the community. Students in 
offi. al positions particularly should make every effort to 
inc ase conscious appreciation of the honor system and 
to lucate other students to the responsibility which rests 
up< n them. 

1. In the statement of the responsibility of a Welles- 
•e.\ College student Gray Book (page 9), it is very clearly 
st: ed that the standards of the community rather than 
thi standards of the individual must be upheld in order 
to iromote the best possible life for the community. There- 
foie it is expected of any member of the college that she 
co duct herself with this end in view. The majority of 
th >se who insist upon selfish living do so through care- 
le >ness which can be explained, though not excused. Un- 
it rtunately, some infringers break rules intentionally, as 
ci n be judged from the circumstances of the case and the 
in iividual's record. The extremely liberal rules which we 
n< w enjoy can only be made effective if the consciousness 
oi the purpose and meaning of our responsibility as mem- 
b< 'S of College Government be more fully realized by the 
c< nmunity. 

W. I think that the majority of people obey rules en- 
f' ced by honor when they can see a reason for such rules. 
W hen they feel there is a superfluous clause in the rule

Rose Gives Brilliant Recital

dantini," he repeated it at the end of 
the program. 

Alvin S. Wiggers, 
Nashville Tennessean. 
Every time a local artist-teacher 
gives a recital and carries it off suc- 
cessfully he is deserving of all pos- 
sible praise and encouragement, 
because he labors under handicaps 
not shared by the performer devoting 
his undivided time to such work. In 
the first place much of his practice 
time is snatched between. teaching en- 
gagements, and in the second place — 
and mainly — he seldom has the oppor- 
tunity of putting those final touches 
to his program that come only with 
frequent public repetition. 

Without making any such allow- 
ances, however, and judged entirely 
on its own merits, the recital given 
by Kenneth Rose, head of the violin 
department of Ward-Belmont, on Fri- 
day evening, was an interesting and 
highly creditable event. That Mr. 
Rose is popular with local music 
lovers was made evident by the size 
of the audience that heard him and 
in the applause that rewarded his 
playing. 

The program was well chosen and 
measured up to the high standards he 
has maintained in the past. From 
composers of an earlier day he chose 
the Loure and Gavotte from Bach's 
unaccompanied Sonata in E, and 
Corelli's "LaFolia," in the musicianly 
transcription of Kreisler. The rest 
of the program was made up of works 
by moderns and near-moderns, with 
French composers predominat'ng. 

Mr. Rose was at his best in the 
fascinating "Poeme" by Ernest 
Chausson. There is rich melodic in- 
terest and imaginative writing in this 
score, and the performer presented it 
with understanding. Not only had he 
mastered its pronounced technical dif- 
ficulties, but he drew a fine tone from 
his beautiful instrument. 

In the Bach numbers Mr. Rose 
maintained the characteristic simplic- 
ity of the composer's style in both 
movements, though there was a lean- 
ing toward rhythmic freedom, par- 
ticularly in the Gavotte. In the last 
group, Debussy's "La plus que lente," 
a waltz originally written for piano, 
was given with much delicacy and was 
heartily applauded. 

Mr. Rose is particularly gracious to 
Nashville composers, and his pro- 
grams usually contain a number by 
a local musician. On this occasion he 
presented a "Caprice D'Amour," by 
Beatrice Cook, and played it with sin- 
cerity and skill. It is a melodious 
piece, in a happy mood, and at the 
conclusion of the program the artist 
repeated it as an encore. 

Apart from several encores demand- 
ed by the listeners, the other numbers 
were Schubert's "Serenade," in the 
Wilhelmj version, and a spirited in- 
terpretation of Saint-Saens' popular 
Rondo Capriccio. 

Mr. Rose's assistant on this occa- 
sion was Alberta Reeves Goodman, 
who throughout played smooth, musi- 
cal and sympathetic accompaniments.
